FOREWORD. 

JNTIL  1914  there  existed  in  this  country  no  institution  in  which  lepers 
could  find  refuge.  It  is  roughly  estimated  that  there  are  from  50  to 
100  lepers  in  the  British  Isles  at  the  present  time.  These  have  contracted 
the  disease,  with  a  few  rare  exceptions,  in  the  Colonies  or  elsewhere 
abroad. 

Leprosy  is  a  cruel  disease  associated  with  great  disfigurement  and 
helplessness,  and  its  very  name  is  liable  to  excite  horror  and  repulsion. 
Hence  the  victims  of  it  are  apt  to  be  shunned  and  neglected.  They  are 
not  readily  received  in  hospitals,  and  it  is  with  the  utmost  difficulty 
that  they  can  find  a  lodging.  To  meet  this  great  need  the  Homes  of 
St.  Giles  came  into  existence. 
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Though  unfortunately  at  the  present  time  no  certain  cure  for  leprosy 
is  known  to  medical  science,  much  advance  has  of  late  years  been  made 
in  the  treatment  of  the  disease,  from  which  advance  our  patients  derive 
the  fullest  benefit. 

An  estate  of  twenty-seven  acres  with  a  small  farmhouse  in  a  secluded 
part  of  Essex  was  bought  as  a  nucleus  for  the  Homes.  Bungalows  were 
erected  for  the  reception  of  the  patients.  The  old  farmhouse  was 
enlarged  to  accommodate  the  nurses,  and  the  other  buildings  were  added, 
such  as  a  small  chapel  (made  out  of  an  old  barn),  a  chaplain’s  house, 
gardener’s  cottage,  guest  house,  laundry,  and  a  medical  block  containing 
a  small  operating  room. 

There  the  patients  are  tended  by  the  Mother  and  Sisters  of  the 
Community  of  St.  Giles,  who  devote  their  lives  to  this  work.  They 
receive  regular  medical  treatment,  and  their  spiritual  needs  are  served  by 
a  resident  chaplain. 

The  Homes  are  entirely  unsectarian,  and  the  only  condition  for 
admission  is  that  the  sufferer  be  a  British  subject  and  resident  within  the 
British  Isles.  There  is  accommodation  in  the  Homes  for  about  twelve 
male  and  two  female  patients.  Patients  with  means  are  expected  to 
contribute  what  they  can  afford,  but  those  without  means  are  equally 
welcome. 

All  this  work  has  been  done  by  voluntary  subscription  without 
Government  help,  and  we  earnestly  appeal  to  you  to  enable  it  to  be 
carried  on.

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Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 


A  NOTHER  year  has  passed  in  the  history  of  the  Homes  and  in  spite  of 
*  difficulties  we  have  been  able  to  carry  on  the  work  of  ministering  to  the 
needs  of  the  patients. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  ten  patients  in  the  Homes,  the  majority 
of  whom  are  suffering  from  leprosy  in  an  advanced  stage.  Two  out-patients 
have  received  periodic  treatment  and  advice. 

In  May  last  one  of  our  younger  patients  died,  a  man  of  26  who  had  been 
in  the  Homes  for  seven  years.  He  was  keen  and  clever,  full  of  pluck  and 
versatility  ;  an  excellent  carpenter,  electrician  and  wireless  expert.  He  suffered 
much  during  his  last  years  through  increasing  ailments  and  loss  of  sight,  but 
his  courage  was  an  inspiration  to  all,  and  he  was  sadly  missed  by  his  fellow 
patients,  nurses  and  Sisters. 

Two  new  patients  were  admitted  during  the  year  and  both  have  settled 
comfortably  into  the  life  at  the  Homes.  One  of  these  unfortunately  has  the 
disease  in  an  advanced  stage,  is  both  crippled  and  blind,  and,  as  he  needs  con¬ 
stant  attention,  is  an  added  strain  on  the  nursing  staff. 

The  Executive  Committee  have  during  the  year  experienced  a  great  loss 
in  the  death  of  Mr.  H.  L.  D.  Engleheart,  who  had  been  connected  with  St.  Giles 
from  its  very  earliest  days.  He  was,  in  fact,  one  of  the  four  original  Trustees 
of  the  fund  raised  by  his  brother,  The  Revd.  Clinton  Engleheart,  for  work 
amongst  lepers  in  England,  out  of  which  fund  The  Homes  of  St.  Giles  have 
evolved.  Mr.  Engleheart  took  a  very  active  interest  in  the  work  almost  until 
the  day  of  his  death,  and  his  colleagues  on  the  Committee  will  miss  the  counsel 
and  guidance  which  he  has  given  for  so  many  years. 
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Mr.  Engleheart  by  his  will  gave  to  the  Homes  a  legacy  of  /TOO,  which 
we  most  deeply  appreciate. 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  announce  that  Mr.  F.  H.  A.  Engleheart,  son 
of  the  late  Mr.  H.  L.  D.  Engleheart,  has  joined  the  Committee  and  is  thus 
carrying  on  his  father’s  work. 

Mr.  F.  R.  Briggs  resigned  from  the  Committee  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year,  after  many  years  of  most  helpful  service,  and  will  be  greatly  missed. 

Sir  Humphry  D.  Rolleston,  Bart.,  G.C.V.O.,  K.C.B.,  and  Colonel  H.M. 
Farmar,  C.M.G.,  D.S.O.,  have  joined  the  Committee  during  the  year.  Sir 
Humphry  Rolleston  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  some  years  ago,  but  he 
had  to  resign  owing  to  his  appointment  to  the  Chair  of  Physic  in  Cambridge 
University,  but  now  that  he  has  retired  he  has  once  more  consented  to  assist  in 
the  management  of  the  Homes.  Colonel  Mynors  Farmar  is  the  Honorary 
Secretary  to  the  Revd.  C.  B.  Clayton  (Toe  H.). 

Father  Harold  Smith  resigned  the  Chaplaincy  in  April  last  and  his 
departure  was  much  regretted  by  the  patients  and  Sisters. 

For  some  months  the  Homes  were  without  a  permanent  resident  Chaplain, 
and  during  this  time  the  Revd.  E.  J.  Burton,  of  Chelmsford,  was  good  enough 
to  visit  the  Homes  several  times  a  week  and  undertake  the  ministrations. 

In  November  last  the  Revd.  C.  B.  Underwood  was  appointed  as  resident 
Chaplain,  and  although  he  has  been  there  only  a  short  time  he  has  helped  us 
incalculably  and  has  won  the  confidence  of  the  patients  and  the  Sisters. 

Owing  to  the  depletion  in  the  numbers  of  the  Community  and  to  the  fact 
that  some  of  the  cases  at  the  Homes  are  extremely  difficult  and  require  constant 
attention,  we  have  had  to  employ  two  paid  nurses.  This  has  involved  the  Homes 
in  additional  expense,  but  it  is  hoped  that  as  time  goes  on  and  the  Community 
is  strengthened,  the  necessity  for  these  nurses  will  cease,  and  the  Community  will 
once  again  be  able  to  undertake  all  the  nursing  and  care  of  the  patients  as  in 
the  past. 

The  building  of  a  boiler  room  and  the  heating  of  the  Medical  Block  has 
been  completed  and  is  proving  a  great  comfort  to  the  patients,  doctors  and  nurses. 
A  bathroom  has  also  been  added  for  the  use  of  the  nurses  who  are  on  night  duty. 
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The  Committee  acknowledge  most  gratefully  their  indebtedness  to  Her 
Highness  Princess  Marie  Louise  and  the  Fellowship  of  St.  Giles  for  their  con¬ 
tribution  of  .£600  towards  the  general  funds  of  the  Homes  and  for  the  way  in 
which  they  meet  so  many  special  needs  of  the  patients.

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Report  of  the  Committee. 


yHE  Report  of  the  Fellowship  in  1934  is  mainly  an  expression  of  deep 
thankfulness  for  the  wonderful  work  accomplished  during  that  time. 
At  the  Annual  Meeting  it  was  announced  that  there  was  grave  reason  to 
fear  a  serious  drop  in  the  collections.  The  result  of  this  announcement 
was  a  great  stirring  of  generosity  among  the  hearers  that  produced  an 
amount  that  brought  up  the  total  to  a  sum  so  near  to  the  expenditure  that 
it  has  been  possible  to  complete  the  year  without  again  attacking  the 
small  Reserve  Fund. 


Warm  thanks  are  due  to  East  Cheshire  and  Oxford  for  their  greatly 
increased  contributions.  We  must,  however,  realize  that  both  districts 
received  special  additions  this  year  which  will  not  recur,  and  that  in  1935 
there  is  therefore  likely  to  be  a  considerable  drop  in  income  from  those 
sources.  We  can  only  hope  that  some  of  the  other  branches  may 
succeed  in  increasing  their  subscribers  so  as  to  make  good  these  losses. 

The  Day  of  Prayer  was  well  attended,  and  the  experiment  of 
dropping  the  periods  of  conducted  prayer  during  the  day  did  not  result 
in  any  diminution  of  attendance — rather,  possibly  people  felt  more  deeply 
the  responsibility  that  lay  on  them  individually.  The  Annual  Meeting 
which  followed  seemed  to  be  even  more  than  usually  appreciated.  Many 
of  those  present  have  spoken  since  of  the  deep  impression  made  on  them 
by  the  speeches  of  H.H.  the  President,  Father  Deakin,  Father  Underwood, 
and  Dr.  Cochrane. 

We  much  regret  to  have  to  announce  the  final  severance  of  Mrs. 
Wood  from  the  Chester  District,  which  she  has  worked  up  in  a  truly  won¬ 
derful  w7ay  during  all  the  ten  years  of  its  existence.  We  are  much  hoping 
she  may  succeed  in  creating  interest  in  the  work  in  her  new  neighbourhood, 
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when  she  has  found  a  permanent  home.  We  have  been  fortunate  in 
securing  a  Vice-President  for  Chester  in  the  person  of  Mrs.  Rome,  who 
will,  we  feel  sure,  not  only  carry  on  Mrs.  Wood’s  work,  but  add  to  it  the 
help  of  some  of  her  own  many  friends. 

It  is  not  part  of  our  function  to  speak  of  the  work  in  the  Homes, 
but  at  the  same  time  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  say  that  the  Community  do 
feel  deep  gratitude  to  all  those  members  of  the  Fellowship  who  give  the 
support  of  their  prayers  for  both  the  patients  and  the  Sisters.  Any  sub¬ 
scribers  who  do  not  already  receive  the  Quarterly  Intercession  Leaflet, 
and  would  like  to  have  a  copy  sent  to  them  regularly,  should  apply  to 
their  local  secretary  to  have  their  names  added  to  the  list.  The  leaflets 
are  issued  at  the  beginning  of  May,  August,  November  and  February,  and 
give  guidance  as  to  the  varying  needs  of  the  individual  patients.
